It would appear from the above that Y.Y. CHENG 
is acting as an intermediary for PENG.Shu-tse. It 


was initially felt that this might be indicative of 
Chinese Communist influence within the SWP in the US. 
Apparently, however, PENG, as a Trotskyite of many 
years standing, would have no connection with the 
Chinese Communist Party as it exists today. Accordingly, 
it is felt that the above information is not pertinent 
in regard to possible Chinese Communist intelligence 
activities, and no further investigative steps are 
being taken. Communications directed to CHENG will 
continue to be reviewed in connection with the progran, 
"Communications with Chinese Communists in Europe", and 
Should there be any indications of intelligence activity 
noted, consideration will be given to further action, 
This case is being placed in a closed status,

On 5/14/62, JEAN GOHEN, Chief, Research Section, 
Renseigements Generaux, Surete National, Paris, France, 
advised as a result of an inquiry by Iegat, Paris, that Y. Y. 
CHENG was born on 10/15/98, at Hunan, China. He is not identical 
with S. T, PENG, a Chinese member of the international Trotskyite 
movement. CHENG arrived at Marsellies, France, as a tourist on 
5/9/61, and in recent years has resided at 7 rue des Pres aux Bois, 
Versailles, France,with his wife YUNG Chu~kang, born 5/4/03, at 
Hunan, China, and their three children. CHENG is unemployed and 
receives certain retirement benefits from the Hong Kong Export 
Company. CHENG visited Switzerland twice in 1957, and West 
Germany once in 1958. He has not come to the attention of the 
French police or security service. 


On page 34 of the Spring, 1963 issue of 
"International Socialist Review" there appears an article 
composed of an interview with PENG Shu-tse and his wife, 

CHEN Pielan, PENG was 67 years old in 1963, and he is 

‘identified as a founder of the first Communist group formed 
‘in Changsha, Hunan, in 1920 with MAO Tse-tung and others. 
He was also one of 20 Chinese people sent to Moscow for 


training in 1921, and was elected secretary of the Moscow 


Chinese Students Branch of the Chinese Communist Party. 
In 1927 he became a follower of TROTSKY, and in December, 
1929, he was expelled from the Chinese Communist Party along 


. with 80 others including his wife. His wife, who was 23 years 


odd in 1925, joined the Chinese Communist Party in 1922, In 
1923 she attended the Communist~-controlled University of 
Shanghai. She went to Moscow in 1924 and when she returned 
to Shanghai, she became a member of the Chinese Communist 
Party City Committee in Shanghai and worked among students 
and working women there. PENG was arrested in 1932, and

after a two year trial, was sentenced to eight years 
in prison. When the Sino-Japanese War started in 1937, 
he was released. During the war he published the 
Trotskyite publications, "Struggle" and "Moving Forward." 
Other Communists were arrested by-the Japanese but 
PENG, under an assumed name, taught at the University 
of Shanghai from 1941-1945 in the fields of Chinese 
history and Western literature and philosophy. After 
the war he published a periodical, "Search For Truth," 
When the Communists were about to take over Shanghai, 
Trotskyites were ordered to infiltrate their ranks if 
they were unknown or to move to other areas in China. 
Trotskyite headquarters were moved to Hong Kong, and 
PENG and his wife went there in late 1948. In Hong Kong 
PENG published a clandestine Trotskyite periodical 
entitled, "4th International," In order to escape 
arrest by Hong Kong authorities, PENG went to Viet 
‘Nam in 1949. When Trotskyite individuals began to be 
arrested there, he moved to Europe in the supmer of 


1951.
